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The DCI told the Exec. Dir (LBK) that he desired to have established a Scientific. 
Advisory Committee which would report to him, which would cover all Agency scientific 
and research and development activities, and which would have on It the best possible 
brains in the scientific field who were willing to work hard. 


ExecDir said he would consult with DD/R and come up as quickly as possible witji 
recommendations .
